Seizure Of Japanese Fishing 


Craft Revealed by Government 


(Ey Associated F r e e s ) 
WASHINGTON, July 30 — Tile 
»!zure of 19 Japanese fishing boats 
in Hawaiian waters this spring was 
G lased today by the treasury de­ 
partment. 
Although the vessels were seized 
by customs agents on charges of 
iidse registry, several authoritative 
officials here alleged th a t the ships 
nad been employed 
in espionage 


Customs officers reported that, at 
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the tim e of the seizures, no su s­ 
picious 
equipm ent was 
found 
on 
the craft. O ther inform ed sources, 
however, asserted th at during the 
peiiod 
tile ships were under in ­ 
vestigation, it was established that 
they had carried expensive radio 
ana photographic equipm ent. 
These

further 
alleged 
that m ost of the ships involved had 
at least one member of the Jap ­ 
anese naval reserve in its crew. 
Tile seizures took place between 
Peb 23 anti March 3. and were ap ­ 
parently unrelated to any of the

recent developm ents

latioas between the U nited States 
and Japan. 
S ix ol th e seized vessels already 
have been declared forfeited to the 
United States governm ent. 
Vague reports of Jap an ese naval

Japanese

Reports to the naval operations 
bureau on the new incident did not 
slate w hether the gunboat, which 
accom m odates a norm al crew of 58 
officers and men, returned the fire 
upon the Japanese aircraft. 
The T utuila Is a sister vessel of 
the Panay, which on Dec. 12, 1937, 
was sunk by Japanese action, with 
the loss of two lives, on the Yangtze 
river above Nanking. 
Adventuresom e C areer 
The 370-ton T utuila has had an 
adventuresom e career in Chinese 
waters. 
On May 28, 1940, a heavy bomb 
fell IOO yards away when the J a p ­ 
anese bombed Chungking. Nineteen 
days later bombs fell so close th at 
Lieut, Robert G erm any, her com ­ 
m ander. ordered the crew to take 
to 
cover. 
Fragm ents 
pelted 
tile 
craft a t th a t time 
On Oct. 25, 1940, Japanese bombs 
again rained around the vessel and 
a huge boulder loosened by 
the 
detonations rolled down the river 
bank and sm ashed Into the T u ­ 
tuila. 
On the June 15 bombing of this 
year seven bombs dropped w ithin 
75 yards of the craft, rocking her 
and breaking glassware aboard the 
ship.

Tile circle fir.-t was I 
contrived to protect

"blind spot" of grouped airplanes. 
In later years it has been used 
to get a flight of airplanes on to 
sm all fields. A Lufbery Is formed 
and. one by one, planes “p-el off" 
to land.

More spectacular and effective— j 
and more difficult—Is the m aneuver 
known as a vertical reversem ent. 


In this a pilot goes into a norm al 
turn, suddenly pulls 
up the 
nose 
into an incipient tell spin and. as 
suddenly recovers from it. Properly 
executed this, probably the fastest 
of the standard combat and tra in ­ 
ing m aneuvers, will put the alrpane 
into flight in the opposite direc­ 
tion in live seconds. 
A quick burst of fire against an 
enemy flying at right angles may be 
compared with a jab in the boxing 
ring; a tu rn developing into « ver­ 
tical reversem ent, with a feint; a 
long, curving diving attack from 
the sun. with a hook, and a stream 
of fire from below into the belly of 
an enemy, with an uppercut. 
Two aspects of tactical w arfare
